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THE TALK OF THE CAMPUS 


New College President 


R. CALVERT N. ELLIS will 
become President of Juniata 
College succeeding his father, Dr. 
Charles C. Ellis, who becomes 
President-Emeritus on September 
first. The announcement was made 
by the Board of Trustees on June 
21. 


Dr. Ellis will undoubtedly be 
one of the youngest college presi- 
dents in the country, yet he has 
already had a varied business and 
academic career. His experiences 
at Juniata have crossed several 
years as student and teacher. He 
was graduated from the Juniata 
Academy and Princeton Prepara- 
tory School and received the A. B. 
(1923) degree from Juniata College 
and the A. M. degree from Prince- 
ton University. He was also gradu- 
ated with the Th. B. degree from 
Princeton Theological Seminary 
and received the Doctor of Phil- 
osophy degree from Yale Univer- 
sity in 1932. He has studied at Har- 
vard and at the University of Zur- 
ich. He held a student pastorate 
for two summers at Piqua, Ohio, 
taught in the Lewistown (Pa.) 
High School and Wilson College. 
In 1932 he returned to his Alma 
Mater as Assistant Professor of 
Biblical Studies, holding the Mary 
S. Geiger Chair of New Testament 
as successor to Dr. T. T. Myers. In 
1934 he was advanced to the pro- 
fessorship and is now Professor of 
Biblical Studies and Philosophy. 
He was chairman of the faculty 
committee which in 1938 proposed 
the new Juniata curriculum which 
has won national recognition. He 
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has also been Secretary of the 
Board of Trustees of the College 
for six years. 

Dr. Ellis has been abroad at two 
different periods and traveled and 
studied in Europe, the British Isles, 
and Palestine, and has preached 
and lectured in many parts of the 


United States.
